It is universally recognised that 
one of the primary essentinls for 
any general revival of Induatry. is 
reduced taxation, 

‘The most eminent economists 
have shown that the burden of ex- 
cessive taxation has deprived Indus- 
try of that surplus of profits which 
provides capital for extensions and 
for new enterprise. Tho sources of 
taxation outside of industry are 
rapidly coming to an end. 

Tho great landed estates are 
being broken up, It {8 becoming 
increasingly evident that industry 
must bear the taxation of tho 
future. 

Owing to the revolutionary 
changes in the direction of trade 
during the past twenty years, the 
employment of Tariffs as a correc- 
tive ia an event of the first impor- 
tance, We have to strain ovory 
nerve to get back to something Itke 
the trade balance of the prosperous 
years before the war. 

AID GIVEN 

BY TARIFFS 
We live on our export trade, and 

the falling off in the export balance 
has been one of the most disquict- 
ing features of recent times, writes 
Sir Robert Horne in the Dnily 

Telegraph. 

Tho inerease in our ‘purchases of 
manufactured articles and the de- 
cline in our purchase of raw 
materials point to a movement in 
the wrong direction, which muat ba 
checked if the trade of the country 
is to survive. 

A corrective must bo found for 
our adverse trade.Walance; and 
Tariffa provide the only practicable 
remedy, Last year visible ‘exports 
paid for only 62 per cent. of our 
imports, against 82 per cent. in 
1913, Last year we had a balance 
against us of £120,000,000; in 1913 
it was £266,000,000 in our favour. 
We must design our policy to got 
back to tha rate of exports and im- 
ports in those prosperous times. It 
is only the savings of those years 
that have enabled us to survive the 
calamities of to-day. . 

So far from the fear of Tariffs 
destroying or harming our export 
trade, thoy form an oxcellent basis 
for export trade which can only be 
built up on the security of the 
home market. 

One of the chief objections put 
forward by the opponents of the 
Tariff policy haa been the risk of a 
rise in prices which would increase 
the general cost of living. So far, 
prices have not risen, although 
Taritfs were accepted us on foregone 
concluston montha ago. 

I should not be afraid that any 
harm would be done by a slight 
tise In prices, which are below 
an economic level, and by their 
fall have contributed very large- 
ly to the present depression. 

PQWER FOR ‘ 

BARGAINING 

There is an unreasonably wide 
gap between wholesale and retail 
prices. Wholesale prices would 
have to rise to an appreciable de- 
gree before retatl prices ought to 
be affected at all. 

One of the factora in the situa- 
tion is the over-accumulation of 
stocks of all commodities. The 
passing of these into consumption 
will afford a breathing space, dur- 
ing which the old pricea can be

maintained. Evon : should — prices 
rise alightly Inter on, the’ en- 
couragement of Industry mean- 
while due to improved. busincas 
Should have increased the gencral 
level of purchasing power to a 
degree sufficient to offact any ad- 
vance. 

The new Tariffs dispose for ever 
of tho illusfon that o freo market 
in this country, with o restricted 
market jn all other countries of the 
world, constitutes Free Trade. 

Thoy give us a bargaining 
power wo have never had before, 
and establish tho principle that 
we should be able to retaliate 
against any country which, dis- 
criminates against us. 

The suggestion of a: possibility 
of reciprocal treatment, beforo 
even the Tariff Bill was on the 
Statute Book, giving, aa it does, 
recognition for the first time on 
any adequate scale of the position 
of our Domintona and Colonies, has 
done more to bring together tho 
whole British race than any event 
since the war, * 

A STABLE 

PRICE LEVEL 

Another urgent necessity for In- 
dustry fs a stable monctary policy, 
giving - ua a iptable price lovel. 
The long cra of instability and fall- 
ing prices has destroyed confidence. 
Tt is essential that those engaged 
in industry should be able to fix up 
thelr contracts with some reason- 
able certainty that the prices of 
their raw matorials and for the sole 
of thelr finished gaods will not have 
so altered by the time the contract 
is fnished as to havo increased the 
cost or reduced the selling price be- 
yond all hope of profit on the tran- 
saction. , 

What exactly the level muy bo is 
immaterial, provided it is a stable 
level, nnd all the related factors are 
adjusted to it. It is the abrupt 
transition from one level to an- 
other, and the clement of doubt, 
which turns even the most ordinary 
business transaction Into a specu- 
lative risk, which destroys all con- 
fidence and Bas all initiative,

We crossed some paddy ficlds and 
noticed for the first timo this year 
rice being transplanted, A sharp 
lookout was kept for birds; we hag 
alrendy seon several of the attrac- 
tive Chinese Starlings,—the firat 
time this year that they had been 
seen by us. Further en near a 
village we moticed a pair of tho 
beautiful pled mynahs, the Black 
necked mynah, building a neat ino 
Bombar tree. Another almost com- 
pleted nest was-on a lower branch of 
the same tree. Several nests of 
other species of birds were also 
seen, : 

Near the village pond was a small 
tree in full blossom bearing masses 
of small white flowers in bunchea 
like those of the English: Hawthorn 
but much farger — inflorescences, 
Photographs were’ taken ond 
material collected for Inter examina- 
tion. The smell of these flowers . 
was very ‘like Hawthorn but not 
quite and was in fact nearer that 
Haw- 
thorn is a Cratacgus and White 
Beam a Pyrus both being in the 
family Rosackar. This ‘attractive 
tree. which I have also seen in flower 
near Plover cove and elsewhere is 
apparently Pyrus ainensis. 

There {s a tree at present in 
flower-on Victorin Peak and in tho 
University Compound and clsewhero 
with bunches of flowers which at a 
distance bear a superficlal resem-. 
Dlance ton Pyrua. These flowers on 
close examination ara sean to Imvo 
5 very pale pink petals united at 
the base te foxm a tube of about 
1/3 Inch. A long style bifid at the 
tip and 5 long.stamens project be- 
yond the slightly reflexed petals. 
This tree is Ehrefia wengiflera a 
member of the BORAGINACEAE. 

A number of. Reses were in bloom 
near this village, not the large 
solitary flowered rose but one with 
terminal panicles of many smaller 
white, fragrant flowers, The styles 
In this rose are fused whereas in 
the common R, lacvigata they are 
freo.-This ross is called 2. moschata 
in Bontham’s Flora Hongkongensis 
but in BM and T. it is given as 
R. Luctae. .Roses are very difficult 
ta name. as a general rule but £ - 
don’t think there i3 any donbt about 
this one. : 


During the walk back to Kam Tin 
strenuous efforts were made to make 
up to 30 the total of spectes of birds 
seen. We looked through the Nst 
and noticed that no Shrike had been 
seen,—everyone therefdre looked 
hard for thia species and presently 
one was secn, that ‘made 28. Only 
2 species of bulbwl had been noted 
bat in a tree just before the village 
a pair ‘of the third specles,—Red- 
vented Bulbul, was observed,—29. 
The 30th was not spotted till on the 
way home when from the car a Pond 
‘Heron was geen standing In a paddy 
field. Not a single Kingfisher, nor 
Drongo, nor Flycatcher was ob- 
served though ao Sparrow hawk— 
very late in Spring for this bird of 
prey to be here—was scen .to fly 
down, snatch up a chicken and fly 
awny with its prey much to’ the 
annoyance of the villagers.

and serves as a swimming bath for 
reptiles and an aquarium in which 
wold fish, frogs, crabs, and Hzards 
live and breed.

Ono day, to oblige a 
visitor, he pulled a deadly addér out 
of a tuft of grass. His hands were 
ungloved and the angry snake bit 
him, He rubbed In permanganate 
of potash, but, an hour later, became 
blind and ceuld not stand, Death 
stared him in the face, when Mr. 
FitzSimons came to the rescue with 
20 c.c. of sera, and, in two hours, 
Johannes could see; two days later 
he was’ again on duty, sound and 
well, Three weeks passed by,- and 
one morning he was groping on the 
bottom of a lotus pond, trying to 
find a submerged python, when his 
hand touched a snake, which drove 
its poison fanys into his arm. The 
director was sent for in haste, for 
the attendant'’s arm and hand had 
swelled enormously. He had’ ab- 
sorbed poison enough to Kill two 
men. 
puncture, 10 cc, of sera injected 
into the shoulder, aud in a few days 
Johannes was well and back at 
Snake Park, Since then ha has 
been bitten py a cobra, and,’ while 
showing uo party of curious visitors 
how venom is extracted from the 
live snake, a puff adder suddenly 
lunged downwards, © plercing — the 
thick leather of his yauritlets, and 
puncturing the back of his hand.

Venom drawn from a live anake is 
{mpregnated with a volatile ofl 
which acts on the tissue in such a 
way as to cause extrarrapid absorp- 
tion of the poison. Venoms are very 
complex solutions whigh not 
even the most up-to-date and 
fully oquipped chemical Inborn- 
tory hna been able fully to 
analyse. African witch-doctors 
have remedies for  snnke-bites, 
nnd one of their alleged cures, 
a substance known 13 “Isiblba,” has 
been fully tested by the Port Eliza- 
beth experts, Two-thirds .of the 
native populations belfeve in its 
healing quallttes, and hundreds of 
white farmers sew it into thelr belts 
and braces as a ready-to-hand antl- 
dote to suake venom. “I procured 
‘frosh samples of Isibiba from var- 
fous parts of South Africa,” says 
Mr. FitzSimons, “and, after expori- 
menta under test conditions, found 
ft to have absolutely no antidotal 
value against polsoning by’ snake 
venom.” : 

I now pass on to narrate, In his 
own words, Bome persenal experi- 
ences, Many more will bo found 
ivelated in his book, The Snakes of 
South Africa.* 

' Python's Anger. 

“One day I was’ stalking 4 
python,” Mr. FitzSimons reoords, 
“among the rocks of a beautiful and 
ferny valley in Natal, when I con- 
nered him and tried to slip a noose 
jover his neck. Suddenly, the snake 
Hturned and tunged furiously, selz- 
ing my left hand in his great jaws. 
He held it as though it were a 
rat Ina stecl trap. I called out to 
a friend who was with me, but he

\might want to embrace me, 
I tore my handy out of 
his mouth, and, "in doing 
ao, rubbed off most of the epidermis. 
[Retrenting quickly down the rocks, 
IY found my friend, who bandaged 
my hand, We crawled baek, shot 
the pythqn, and I recovered my gun, 
satchel, and hat 

“On another occasion IT was visit- 
koe an Boer farm, when the farmer 
and I heard a rooster calling loudly 
and affrightedly from a yard. We 
‘rushed from the stocp into the gar- 
jden, where, behind bushes in the 
yard, we saw a great python with

The farmer clapped tho 
mouth of the saok over St. His son 
and I threw ourselves on top of the 
huge reptile, whose body wrestled 
and thrashed the ground, In fifteen 
minutes we liad him shut up In the 
snek. For a long time we kept this 
python alive in a cage. in the 
grounds of our Snake Park.” 
Submerged In Water. : 

“A well-known trick of the 
python, when hunting its quarry, 
is to lie submerged for hours in tho 
waters of a cool lake, only the tip 
of its nose above tho stream, while 
with beady, unwinking cyea it 
watches for what may come along, 
One aftermoon I was watching, from 
behind trees, a pretty red deer steal 
cautiously out from the bush to a 
lake, It looked nervously around to 
make sure no enemy was near, and 
then stooped to drink. There was 
a tremendous commotion. The water 
was lashed to foam. I-rushed up 
in time to sce a terrible struggle 
between the deer and a great python 
which had been hiding under water 
plants hard by where the deer had 
atoopead to drink. Tho snnke hat 
the Iuckless deer in its coils, and 
soon it was smothered. The deer 
was. hnuled to the bank, while the 
smuke rested before starting to-con- 
strict its prey, beginning at the 
head, neck, and shoulders, «I crept 
up through the bush, leapt on the 
python, and smashed its hoad and 
backbone with a rain of blows from 
n thick cudgel,” , 

“But a far more deadly African 
anake is the Cape cobra, which has 
the habit of climbing trees to look 
for egys and young birds, I was 
out with a friend hunting for birds’ 
exys, when he decided to climb to 
the top of a tall treo to look into 
n sparrow hawk’s nest, Aa he 
peered over the edge of the nest, 
my friend got the shock of his life. 
A cobra reared up hissing and lash- 
ed out at his face. In the recoil, he 
pitched ‘headlong, crashing through 
the branches to the groand, where 
he Iny stunned and bleeding. We 

rushed him to bospital, where -they

put his broken arm into splints. 
For many nights after ho used to 
start up in his sleep, with white 
face,. and scream at dreams‘of tha 
cobra, a 

Cobra’s Attack. 

“E myself had a narrow oscape 
when trailing a full-grown | cobra 
through the tangled bush, -I crept 
within stilking distance, when tho 
snake writhed round and looked at 
mo with ovil oyes. I hit it with a 
stick and slightly sounded It, All 
nt once, it came at me with extended 
hood. I aimed 1 smashing blow, 
misged, and {t was on me! A thud 
hit the leather of my leggings; but, 
bofore tho Infurlated roptile could 
strike again, I smashed Sts hoad. 
Looking down, I saw where its 
fangs had scored the loather—the 
apot was splashed with venom—but, 
luckily, for me, ‘the bites had not 
penctrated |" 

“The cobra fears neither man nor 
beast. He is always ready for a 
fight. ‘Iwo drops of- venom, ‘shot 
from {ts back-curved fangs, will kill 
the strongest man by paralysing tho 
nerve centres of tho brain. A bare- 
legged Zulu is trotting along a bush 
trail to his kraal, Suddenly, he 
feels n sharp sting in his calf. 
Looking down, he sees the dreaded 
cobra with extended hood. The 
dnake hisses, the native leaps high 
in the air with terror, .He will die, 
if he has-had a full injection of the 
yenom. Tho cobra is so predatory 
in his nature that he will devour]. 
even his own progeny if he meets 
them in the bush.” : 

Myr. FitzSimona tells a thrilling 
tile of an adventure he had with a 
black mamba in the bush, The 


-mamba is said to whip as fast as a 


race-horse in pursuit of a man, and 
to sting a mounted man as high ag 
the hipt Only the most dendly ac- 
curacy with a rifle will save a mon 
who happens .te be betiwoen this 
“fastest snake on earth’ and its 
lair. "JS was buck-shooting and rid- 
ing leisurely along a Kaofir’ trail 
through -the bush, when a black 
streak shot out from a stunted bush 
a few yards ahead of my horse, 
burying its fangs in a burly nativo’s 
shoulder, It was a black mamba of 
the Inrgest size. The man bounded 
in the alr, yelled In terror, and 
rushed hell-for-leather down the 
trail, I made a detour to avold the 
mamba, and ten minutes later met 
the unfortunate man, dying ‘in 
agony.”

General Foch's Idea’ 


(by HARVEY S, FIRESTONE). 


In the little French town of 
Doullens, not far from the English 
Channel, stands a tiny schoolhouse 
around which live hallowed mem- 
orles of the World War, It is said 
goncorfing thia quaint building that 
somo of the most important deci- 
sions of the war were reached 
within its weather-beaten wals. 


One of these decisions beara a spe- 


Jal relation to the story of rub- 
Der, bocausc it was in this school- 
house that a military campaign 
» based on the use of rubber-tyred 
automobiles was planned for the 


first time. 

Ono day carly in October, 1914, 
goon after the war had begun, Gen- 
eral Foch, who -was later to be- 
come supreme commander of the 
Allied Forces, went to the Doullens 
schoolhouse to mect Field Marshal 
French, who had just ‘arrived from 
England with 26,000 British troops. 
The Germans were smashing hard 
at his lines and Foch was in dire 
need of the help of these English 
soldiors to stem the tide. 

Motor Trucks At Tho I’ront. 

In the historic little schoolhouse 
tho two distinguished warriors 
greoted cach other as old friends, 
With all the skill of a master di- 
plomat, General Foch made clear the 
urgent need for immediate re- 

‘Inforcements at the front. Sudden- 
* Jy he jumped to his feet, and seizing 
his English ally by the arm, escort- 


ed him toa huge military map hang- 
ing on the wall, There he traced 
the twenty-five miles the British 
troops would have to travel to reach 
the place where they were 80 vital- 
ly needed. But Marshal French 
listened without enthusiasm. Fin- 
ally he said; “My men are foot- 
noldiers; they would not be fit for 
netion after marching that’ dis- 
tance.” After s moment's thought 
the General’s face brightened. 
“Ah,” he exclaimed, “then why not 
tranaport them by motor truck?” 

This iden which suddenly enter- 
ed Foch's mind was new and revo- 
Jutionary, since the motor truck had 
not at that time won its place 18 
a medium for military transporta- 
tion. But it must have appealed to 
Marshal French, for that afternoon 
he agreed to the plan, and at eight 
o'clock that night his men were on 
the move. . 

First Service, 

However, it was not until the 
battle of Verdun, which started 
just sixteen years 
this new military use of motor vehi- 
cles served ita greatest purpose. 
In preparation for a amushing blow 
agninat the army of the German 
Crown Prince, the Allied Forées 
earlicr in| the Winter had ‘concen- 
trated a large army of men at Bar- 
le-Due, about thirty miles south of 
Verdun, They had counted heavily 
on using a narrow-gauge railway

sv runieceteneesnem yet nee. UATE 
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running between the two towns for 
the quick transportation so ¢ssen- 
tinl to success, But nll thelr well- 
lnid plans were rulned when, with 
out warning, the railway was 
completely destroyed by. German 
shell-fire, and in desperation thoy 
turned to rubber-tyred motor trans- 
port, + 

When the time came to strike, 
2,000 trucks carricd the troops to 
the front over a quickly built road 
which the aoldiera had christened 
“The Sacred Highway,” because’ It 
was the key to their dream of vic- 
tory. 

Stream Of Trucks. 

‘To cnre for the heavy burden im- 
pesed upon it, the highway Had 
been organised with railroad pre- 
cision. There were timetables to 
send a motor truck on its way every 
fourteen ‘seconds; there were tele- 
graph operators and dispatchers 
with their system of signals by 
night and day; there were repair 
crews slanding tense at their posts 
along the way, All had only one 


‘thought—that this great stream 


sweeping on to battle should not 
cease to flow. .During the two 
weeks of that terrible struggle more 
than 190,000 men and 22,000 tons of 
munitions were transported on rub- 
ber into the inferno of No Man’s 
Land.

TOURING IN BRITAIN.

That touring in Great Britain is 
increnaing, ‘especially during the 
winter month, {6 made quite clear 
by the figures recently, published 
by the home touring department of 
the Automobile Association. In 
January 1981 detailed itineraries 
covering approximately 342 million 
miles were issued by the A.A., while 
the figure for the corresponding 
month this year exceeded 4 million 
miles. A comparison of the ap- 
proximate mileage covered by A.A. 
routes issued during the past two 
years alao indicates that motorists, 
who under different circumstances 
would be wintering on the contin- 
ent, are now finding health In Great 
Britain and Ireland, In 1931 the 
distance covered by A.A. rovtes ex- 
ceeded 150 million ‘miles, an in- 
crease of over 12 million miles on 
the previous year’s figures, That 
Ircland is becoming « popular tour- 
ing ground is indicated by the fact 
that during this winter the de- 
mands on the A.A. for tours in that 
country increased by over 112 per 

cent. .

The Gear- Changing 
| Bogy 


Feolnios f Devices

My office yesterday was invaded 
by a man of fifty who has une 
expectedly inherited a moderate for- 
tune and sought advice about the 
purchase of his firat motor-car. He 
takes no techriieal Interest in motor- 
ing, and is buying a car simply’ to 
make himself independent of public 
transport. His chief perplexity cert- 
tred round the gearbox. Was it 
likely that at his aye and with his 
antecedents he would ever muster 
the art of gear-changing, and would 
it be wiser to select d cur with a 
foolproof gear-change? 

Let it be said that there is no 
driver living who does not on ocen- 
sions clash the standard type of 
gearbox, I did it myself net an 
hour ayo; delayed in leaving home, 
I had to put my car on the road be- 
fore the engine warmed up, and it 
stopped twice when I altered the 
throttle position in year-changes. 
The expert does not bang his gears 
often enough or hard enough to 
damage the mechanism, but the: 
clumsy type of Gongenital  duifer 
blunders with great frequency, He 
may chip fragments off the teeth, or, 
gradually work through the case- 
hardening -of whichever gear is 
usually maltreated, or strain the en- 
tire gearbox and transmission until! 
serious trouble develops, and cven- 
tually he always makes his gearbox 
prematurely noisy. This represents 
the mechanical and financial objec- 
tion to indifferent gear-changing. 
‘The second objection is prudential. 
When a driver misses a gear very 
badly he is taken unawares, and the 
car will perhaps pull up suddenly 
without any signal being: given. 
Unader such circumstances it may 
vasily be rammed from astern by 
some other car, when a following 
driver assumes that the cars in 
front will be properly handled. Or 
in the ascent of a steep hill, es- 
pecially in’ the Alps, the car may 
run back where there is no room 
behind it, and a precipice is un- 
fenced or flimsily fenced. The 
psychological drawbacks are also 
worth 
of us dislikes making a fool of him- 
self in public, and a mutfed gear- 
change is usually signalled to the 
public_by dreadful noises, rena -is- 


cent of a steel bar being pushed *: nto] ” 


the teeth of a power ‘saw. Move 
subtly, the most delightful phase of 
motoring consists. of a holiday tour 
in gargeous mountain scenery; and 
its enjoyment is spoilt for the 
driver if every gear-change con-| 
tuins a potential humillation ; doubly - 
sv if some caustic passenger * is 
suficiently intimate to revile ‘him 
for his clumsiness I have no wish to 
exaggerate ‘the skill required to 
operate nu standard gearbox; but be- 
yond question a great many drivers) 
loathe gear-changing, with excellent 
reason. 


British and American Designers, 


At long last British designers 
have begun to realise that many of 
their customers are clumsy gear- 
changers, and are busily inventing 
foolproof year-changes. American 
designers have simultaneously de- 
eided that gearboxes are meant to 
be used, and should be so designed 
that customers will have no valid 
excuse for hanging on to top gear. 
The patent offices are glutted at the 
moment with automatic or foolproof 
devices for eliminating this genr- 
changing bogy.In America the popu- 


lar solution is the free wheel, 
flanked by the synchro-mesh type 
of gearbox, and annually supple- 
mented by such novelties as the 
Buick power-clutch, operated by the 
depression in the inlct pipe, after 
the fashion of a “suction wind- 
screen wiper. Fortunately for us, 
infinitely the best solution yet .pro- 
pounded stands to the credit of Bri- 
tish automobile. engineers, in the 
shape of the Wilson -preselective 
gear, which may or may not be 
augmented by adding the’ Daimler 
fluid flywheel. These two devices 
permit an elderly duffer or, an in- 
experienced child to drive with tho 
silent preciston of a Campbell, so far 
as control of the transmission is 
concerned. As yet, they are not 
fitted to. any really cheap cars, 
though the Wilson goar is now ob- 
tainable on a 12-h.p. saloon costing 
£260 with a six-cylinder engine. 
The free-wheel, the synchro-mesh 
gearbox, the Wilson preselective 
gear, and the fluld fly-whee! are past

purenased with complete and abso- 
lute confidence. 

Meanwhile engineers are strug 
gling onwards to the heights of por- 
fection. .They reallse that an in- 
finitely variable gear with an auto- 
matie or foolproof change {8 the 
idenl. ‘Time must elapse before this 
is commercialised. Constantinescu, 
who during the war produced an 
interrupter gear for aeroplane ma- 
chine-guns, preventing bullets from 
hitting the propeller, experimented. 
with such a crr in 1919, but it never 
reached the market. Robertson, 
who played a part in the develop- 
ment of the tanks, fe at this present 
moment busy with an 8-hp, car 
equipped with a foolproof transinis- 
ation furnishing any gear ratio from 
five to 30 one. Other’ experi- 
ments are in progress; and within 
a very few years the standard car 
will become far easter to drive, But 
only the four devices specified above 
van be regarded as sound at the 
moment, though with so many 
brains busy on the problem addi- 
tions to.the list are assured within 
a couple of yeara. r 

The Skilled Minority. 

Just as a billiard player or golfer 
‘ands his principal enjoyment in per- 
feet touch and timing, 80 a minority 
‘of. motorists hate these. foolproof 


cars with a dendly hatred, and dq- 
rive some of thefr keenest enjoy- 
ment from perfect. handling of cara 
which make demands on personal 
skill, ‘The noyiee who hesitates be- 
tween a atandard gearbox and a 
foolproof transmission dias an ensy 
remedy to hand. Ho should take A 
series of driving lessens, and deter- 
mine whether a difficult genrbox is 
likely to prove a mental obsession 
in his own cnse, or whether the 
plensures of motoring will, be en- 
hanced for him by the’ atmosphere 
of “something attempted, something 
done.” The decision is complicated 
by the fact that he may not be at- 
tracted to the cars which are equip- 
ped with ‘foolproof mechanism, and 
may yearn for some other make, 
because of its speed, or Ita price, or 
any of the qualities’ which lead (us 
to choose this car and reject that. 

When he has completed his: lessons, 
he can peraunde n denier’ to give 
him a trial ran on the two types of 
vehicle, and make up his mind. No 
man can deliver his brother in these 
matters, and I never dictate to the 

people who consult me, unbess they 

are growing old. The elderly man 

should not hesitate. A foolproof 

car should always be his choice 

when funds permit; he requires all 

his faculties to cope with otker 

problems.

But when we come to obtain that 
pearl of great price,-the really good 
caddy, then we really do appreciate 
what an important bearing ho has 
upon the game, Very soon the. 
realisation comes that there is no. 
fear of losing the ball so long as we 
are not playing too wildly. 


Advice Given. 


I visited a course where, at one 
time, it was an even chanee that 
the caddy could play far better golf 
than the visitor. The player might 
well have confidence in him, for he 
was probably near the scratch 
mark, and so knew what he was 
talking about when he gave advice 
regarding distances. 

Approaching the first green, I

The caddie fumbled hastily in 
the bag and produced—a putter. I 
found afterwards that he knew 
nothing of golf, and seemed -to have 
no desire to learn, :

Noted Coup and. Its - 
Application. 


“SQUEEZE” PLAY. 


[By Frank England.) © 

’ A correspondent has written ask- 
ing mo to explain what ia meant 
by the Vienna Coup. This expres- 
sion is associated in the minds of 

most card players rathor with tho 
story of a particular hand than any 
special point in play. The hand 
was played in Vienna in about 
1870, and Jamen Clay jn his 
“Treatise on Short Whist” tells the 
story thus:— 

It foll to the most celebrated 
Whist player in Vienna to play a 
certain hand at Double Dummy, 
and as soon as the cards were ex- 
posed he is sald to have exclaim- 

ed: “Well, I must make all. thir- 
teen tricks!” Many of the by- 
standers considered [t impossible 
and made large bets against the 
player accomplishing the feat. 
He, however, made the grand slam 
on the fellowing hands:—

How it is Done. 

‘South must first Jead out four 
rounds of trumps, ““and' ft wlll be 
seen that on the lead of tho Inst 
trump West is at once in difficul- 
ties with his discards, writes 
Frank England in the Evening 
Standard. If he throws a small 
Spade he leaves his King bare, and 
if a small. Diamond. South makes 
six tricks in that suit. In olther 
case South can immediately claim 
a lay-down grand slam. West's 
best play at the fourth trick Is to 
throw a smalP Heart, although this 
unguards his 10, because it gives 
a loophele for South to make a 
mistake In the subsequent play. 

Sotith should now at the fifth 
trick. play the Ace of Spades, and, 
if he docs so, no defence can then 
save the grand slam. Five rounds 
of Hearts will see West in trouble 
again, because at the tenth trick 
he will have to discard oither the 
King of Spades or  unguard the 
Diamond Knave, as before. South, 
of course, throws the Queen of 
Spades on a Heart trick so as to 
unblock the suit. 

“This hand is a very pretty fllus- 
tration of forcing discards, or, a8 
the Americans call it, “squeeze” 
| play. The play is well-known and 
‘consists in playing out n series of 
winning cards, éither trumps or}: 
an established suit, in order to 
foree an opponent cither to dis- 
eard a winning card orto unguard 
a material honour in another sult. 

A Triple Squeeze.

est form. . It is a triple squeeze 
because, ut the fourth trick, if 
West discards un card of any of the 
thres remaining sults, South will 
make a slam. This hand was uc: 
tually played at Double Dummy 
Whist, which made it ensier for 
South to spot the correct play. 
With a similar hand at Auction or 
‘Contract, it Is not neurly so casy 
to foresee that forcing discards is 
the one way to make game with- 
out exact knowledge of the. cards 
in the opponents’ hands. 

In- actual play, squeeze tacticn 
are often overlooked, and the 
chance of gamo cunsequently miss- 
cd. To constitute the squeeze 
position, the-opponent with the 
material high cards must be sand: 
wiched between the declarer and 
dummy, and muat diseard ‘before 
jdummy. Tho long catablished suit 
ify usually In the declurer’s hand, 
ta thore must boat lenst. one 
jhigh card in dummy in order to 
complete the: syuecze molten.
